Postwar Inf or- 
nation obtained froa raturni^ Hr*s indieataa that graphita 
alaetrodas ara aada hare, but it is not elaar in thoaa raports 
whathar tha inforaants would know the difference between car¬ 
bon and graphite alaetrodas. 

b. Thera is a natural-graphite eoneantration plant at 
l^htya called tha Tadjinski Grafitori Coabinat^ said to 
produce 15 tons of graphite and soaewhat acre comndua per 
day. 


o. Bear RR station Kudinoro near Boginsk is the Elekto- 
Ugli Factory which is said to aake carbon electrodes for 
alactrio notore, searchlights, etc. 

d. Prawda, 27 July 1945, boasted about a large increase 
in the production of electrode grade coke in tha Keaaroro 
eoka-chaaical plant.
